On the 15th instant District Attor- 
ney Gale paid into the Treasury of 
Butte county the sum of $7,795, that 
being the amount due the county from 
the sale of the California Northern 
Railroad.

A vineyardist at St. Helena informs 
the Napa Reporter that the vineyards 
in the vicinity of that town will this 
season produce the largest crops on 
record; in some instances the suckers 
even are throwlng out blossom stems} 
and will produce fruit. 


Many beautiful specimens of the 
bronze Ibis, the sacred bird of the 
Egyptians, are being found in the 
vicinity of Santa Barbara. This bird 
inhabits the delta of the Nile, and is 
found in South America and Mexico, 
very rarely coming as far north as 
Santa Barbara. 


Pike Gupton, Dr. Glenn’s foreman, 
is authority for the statement that 
there are at least 30,000 acres of wheat 
on the Glenn ranch that will not be 
worth cutting. Mr. Gupton also stated 
that Dr.Glenn would not raise more 
than quarter of a crop, and if the 
Doctor got his seed he would be well 
pleased. 

In all the vast expanse of Arizona, 
lying between the Gulf of Califotnia, 
or intervening Sonora line on the one 
ssde, and the Gila river on the other, 
and beginning again at the Colorado 
on the north, thence to the Santa Cruz 
river on the south, an areaof say one 
bundred and fifty by two hundred 
miles in extent, there is not a single 
running stream, or other permanent 
surface water, to be found. 


Residents of the Sonoma and Napa 
valleys are urging the construction of 
a road from St. Helena over the moun- 
tains to Santa Rosa. It is said there 
is but about three miles to be made, 
over an easy grade, to complete the 
connection between the end of the road 
in Spring Mountain and the Rincon 
Valley road in Sunoma county. The 
distance from St Helena to Santa Rosa 
by this route would be only sixteen 
miles; that as now travelled by Calis- 
toga is thirty miles. 


A man in Marysville claims to own 
the identical “woolly horse” on which 
Fremont rode into California in 1847.- 
Its age is undoubtedly very great. 
For three months in the year, during 
the Summer this horse’s body is cover- 
ed by acoat of hair little different 
trom that on other horses. But for 
the remainder of the year it has that 
woolly look which made it | remark- 
able in Fremout’s day. Its hair is 
then no less than three inches long, 
and is as shaggy as a bnffalo’s. The 
mane of the animal is a wonder. It 
does not grow from the back of the 
neck any more than it does from 
the front and sides of the neck, but 
starts out in all directions, like a lion’s.

CONSUMPTION, AGAIN. 


The investigations and discoveries 
of Dr. Koch, the Berlin physician, as 
announced by us a few days since, are 
attracting great attention among med- 
ical men in the East, and notably in 
New York. Many refuse to believe 
Koch's assertions. Dr. Tyndale, who 
has long made the treatment of con- 
sumptive patients a specialty, and has 
a very high reputation, doubts whether 
the tubercle in consumption does not 
precede the parasite and simply offer 
it a good breeding ground. He in- 
clines to the belief that the tubercles 
are due toa ferment or mould which 
can be killed by antiseptics. If Koch 
is right in his theory of parasites, then 
the antiseptic teatment, which is now 
coming rapidly into favor, will answer 
all purposes, and kill both parasites 


and = mould. Tyndale uses a 
solution of carbolic acid in- 
jected directly into the lungs 


by means of a fine hypodermic syr- 
inge, which is plunged right into the 
breast. Another feature of the treat- 
ment is that gerniccido vapors are in- 
haled by means of a respirator. As- 
suming that all disease is due to a 
fermentation or mould growth, the suc- 
cess of the new treatment can be un- 
derstood.

cure in England has called out a let- 
ter in the London Times from one R. R. 
Maddison, who says that “in the 
spring of 1871 I was a consumptive 
patient in Madeira, apparently past 
recovery; that I then tried the use of 
carbolic acid by my bed-side as a pro- 
tection against mosquitoes, and at 
once found that it had a beneficial ef- 
fect on my lungs. I continued its 
use, and inthe summer came to En- 
gland, and have remained here quite 
well ever since. I have no doubt that 
the carbolic vapor inhaled destroyed 
the parasites." We incline to the 
Opinion that a substantial improve- 
ment in the treatment of consumption 
will result from the discussions and 
investigations now going on, and it is 
hoped a reliable cure may be the re- 
sult.
